The Bishop of Manchester has declined to present the Rev. C. F. Gunton to 
the living of St. John’s, Cheetham, although a petition very largely signed by | 
parishioners and mewbers of the congregation was addressed to him, requesting that : 
he would use his rights es patron in favour of that gentleman. The ground of the | 
Bishop's refusal was the fact that Mr. Gunton had used expressions in preaching and 
writing which seemed to imply that he did not believe in the divinity of Christ, 
according to the orthodox view. Mr. Gunton, indeed, has asserted that no one in 
the diocese of Manchester, either clergyman or layman, believes more sincerely in 
the divinity of our Lord than he does himself It is impossible, however, to read 
what Mr. Gunton has said without feeling that the expressions he uses go at least 
very perilously near the edge of false doctrine, if indeed they have not crossed the 
boundary.

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THE STORY OF A ROYAL LUTHER, 


IN 
THE LIFE OF FREDERICK IIL, ELECTOR-PALATINE. 


(Concluded from page 15.) 


EnocovuraGep by the successful defence of Christianity God had enabled bim to make, 
Frederick deemed it his duty to “‘ go forward” in the principles to which he bad become 
so intelligently attached. His attempt, however, to introduce the “ Reformed” system 
in the Upper Palatinate utterly failed, especially through the opposition, firm though 
quiet, of his eldest son and heir, Lewis, who was governor there according to custom. 
Every possible lawful means he tried, but when he saw that the people were so warmly 
bound to the Lutheran form, he left them in peaceable enjoyment of it. It was different 
in Rhenish Bavaria, which had always inclined to Calvinism; but even here he had 
some difficulty, and did not succeed in establishing its discipline. Frederick himself was 
in pious earnest in the matter. In his own Court he discouraged all frivolity and idle 
pomp, and lived with the quietness and simplicity becoming a Christian. He preferred 
to spend what money lay at his disposal in efforts to aid his poor persecuted fellow 
Christians in the neighbouring countries. Frequently he appealed to their Courts on their 
behalf, and he gave ail who could reach him a hearty welcome and home. Twice he sent 
his like-minded son, John Casimir, with a contingent of soldiers to help the sorely tried 
Protestants of France ; and, despite the threats of the Emperor, he sent another detach- 
ment to aid the struggling Christians of the Netherlands, and, as its leader, gave his third 
son, Christopher, who died a bero’s death in the cause of Protestantism. But Frederick's 
exertions towards the assistance of persecuted Obristians elsewhere were obliged to be

Some of their children were dead, 
others married, and only hie youngest daughter, a child of eleven years, remained to 
Frederick, who, finding himself alone in the decline of life, in 1569 married the

The heart and care 
of this Christian ruler were unceasingly directed to the well-being of the subjects God had 
given him in charge, and both their material and moral welfare were well looked sfter by : 
: Frederick He raised the Palatinate to a most flourishing condition. The administration ‘ 
of justice waa better regulated, and the public safety was secured from the robbers who too 
a generally abounded everywhere in that time. Agriculture was improved, and, preferring _ 
. economy to burdening his people, Frederick lessened the taxes. He cared for the train- 
ing and support of orphans, and established a regular system of maintenance for the poor 
Jt and the sick. Bat the time drew on when God called this “ faithful servant” home to 
. Himself, and the ‘‘ sunset,” as a famous author beautifully terms death, was worthy of the 
i remarkable life. A year before he died, Frederick wrote his celebrated “ Testament,” in 
i" which he makes a fall “ confession of faith,” so that his “‘ children, heirs, and successors” - 
f might see and be drawn to “ the religion and faith which they have received from God’s 
Word,” and he begs them affectionately to ‘‘ follow in the Christian footsteps of their dear

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THE WEEK OF PRAYER, 1885. 


Tae unity of the Church of Christ ie never more perceived and realized than in the 
Universal Week of Prayer ; baptized by the one Spirit imto one Body, the desires and aspirations 
of the Lord's people Godward are the same, whether dwelling in the most civilised or in 


the far-off regions to which the Gospel has penetrated, and where in many languages, under 
the imapiration and teaching of the one Spirit, the united prayer ascends, “ Our Father, 
which art in heaven, hallowed be Thy Name; Thy kingdom come.” The Lord, ia His 
rich grace, has deigned to raise up the Evangelical Alliance, which, with its branches 
established in almost all lands, sends forth the invitation with the chosen subjects for 
intercession, and watches over and extends further and further this great concert of believing 
prayer and fellowship. It is painful and humiliating to refer to the contrast which exists 
between many Christians in this country and the native brethren in India, Africa, China, 
Japan, the islands of the Pacific, as well as in Turkey in Asia, and other lands. Among 
the latter, brotherly love and union characterize their imtercourse with each other ; buat here, 
alas! the sectarian spirit is often present, grieving the Holy Spirit and marring the work of

The Couacil have in stating applications for the printed subjects for the 
observance of the Week of Prayer have this year been more numerous, an increase over 
last year of about 19,000 copies having been dispatched from the London Office; and the 
reports already received from many places are encouraging, evidencing that a spirit of grace 
aod supplication has been largely bestowed. 

As in past years, the Council of the Alliance arranged for meetings in the West-end— 
at Steinway Hall—and theee gatherings were largely attended, except on one or two days 
when the weather was very stormy. Surprise is sometimes expressed at the comparative 


smallness of these central gatherings ; but the aim and desire of the Council has been that the 
prayer-centres should be multiplied, and it is a cause for rejoicing that there are now #0 
many districts in and around London where Christians unite in observing the Week of 
Prayer. This, at the same time that the meetings were held in Steinway Hall, similar gather- 
ings tonk place at the Centenary Hall, Bishopagate (arranged by the Young Men’s Christian 
Association) ; at Exeter Hall, the Mildmay Conference Hall, Eccleston Hall, the Sunday- 
school Union Hall, and other places ; while in the evenings of the various days meetings 
were also held at St. Paul's, Onelow Square; the Clapham Hall, at Wandsworth, Upper
